ment, among({t thole whole deſires 
of the Publick peace and ſafety are 
the ſame; And neither We nor you 
vralſt- be overmuch troubled, if We 
finde Qur good intentions, and the 
unwearied pains We take to reduce 
thole good intentions. into real acts, 
tor the quiet and ſecurity of the Na- 
tion, mul. repreſented, and mul{-inter- 
preted, by thoſe who are, in truth; 
afflicted to lee the publick diſtractions, 
by Gods bleſsing, ſo near an end ; and 
by: others, upon whoſe weaknels, 
tears and jealoufies, the aftivity and 
cunning of thoſe 1]l men, have- too great 
an influence. 
How wonderful and miraculous: 
ſoeyer. the: great: harmony of - affe&ti- 
ONs> 
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ons between Us and Our good Sub. 
jects is, and that 1t 1s lo viſible and 
manifeſt to the world, that there ſcarce 
appears the view of any cloud to 0- 
verſhadow or diſturb it; yet We 
muſt not think that God Almighty hath 
wrought the Miracle to that degree, 
that a Nation ſo miſerably divided for 
ſo many years, 1s ſo ſoon and entirely 
united 1n their aftections and endea- 
vours, as were to be wilh'd, but that 
the evil Conſciences of many men con- 
tinue ſo awake for miſchief, that they 
are not willing to take reſt themſelves, 
or to ſufter others to take it : And 
We have all had too ſad experience of 
the unhappy ettects of fears and .jea- 
loufjes , how groundleſs and unrea- 
lonable foever, not to -think it ve- 
ry neceſſary to apply all timely and 
proper remedies to thoſe diſtempers,

and nuſchuefs, whichtoo naturally flow 
from thence : We well forelaw , 
that the great violation which the 
Laws of the Land had for ſo many 
years luſtained, had filled the hearts 
of the people with a terrible appre- 
henſion of inſecurity to themlelves , 
if all they had ſaid and done, ſhould 
be liable to be examined and pu- 


mithed by thole Laws which had 


been ſo violated; and that nothing 
could eſtabliſh the ſecurity of King 
and People, but a full proviſion, that 
the returning to the Reyerence and 
Obedience of the Law, (which is 
good for Us all) ſhould not curn to 
the ruine of any, who are willing and 
fit to receive that Protection hereafter 
from the Law, and to pay that Sub- 
jection to it that 1s juſt and neceſſary; 
and therefore We made that free ot-- 
fer of a General Pardon, in ſuch a

claration, and how ready and deſirous 
We are to make good the ſame, ap- 
pears by Our Proclamation, which We 
have iſſued out upon, and according to 
your deſire. 

However, it is evident, that all We 
have, or do offer, doth not enough 
compoſe the mindes of Our People, 
nor 1n their opinions can their ſecurity 


be provided for, till the A&t of In- 
dempnity and Oblivion be Paſſed; 
And We finde great induſtry is uſed 
by thoſe, (who do not wiſh that 
Peace to the Kingdom they ought to 
do) to perlwade Our good Sub- 
jects that We have no minde to make 
good Our promiſes, . which, in truth, 
We deſire to perform for Qur own 
lake as well as theirs: And We do 
therefore very earneſtly recommend it 
to you, that all poſsible expedition be

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uſed in the Pafsing that- moſt nete[- 
ſary At, whereby Our. good Sub- 
jects generally will; be ſatisfied ;- that 
their Security is in their ' own hand, 
and depends upon their future acti- 
ons, and that they are free for all 
that is paſt; and ſo all the endea- 
yours of il men will be diſappoint- 
ed, which would perſwade them not 
to do well now, becauſe they have 
heretofore done amils, And We are 
the more engaged. to this Our Re- 
commendation, becauſe upon the re- 
flection of your eminent Zeal and 
Aﬀecttion for Our Service, and 
hearty Concurrence wirh Us in all 
We have deſired from you , men

The King hath thanked you for the 
Proviſion you have made that there 
may be no free Quarter. during the 
time the Army ſhall. be Disbanding, 
and hath told you what He will do 
with that Money you have given Him, 
if there ſhould want- wherewithall to 
Disband it; And now I hope you wil 
all believe, that His Majeſty will con- 
ſent to the Disbanding : He will do 
ſo; And yet. He does not take it un- 
kindly at their.hands, who have thought 
that bi Majeſty would not Disband 
this Army; It was a ſober and a ratio- 
nal Jealouſie; No other Prince in &#- 
rope would be willing to Disband ſuch 
an Army ; An Army to which Vito« 


ry 
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ry is entailed, and which, humanely 
ſpeaking, could hardly fail of Con- 
queſt whitherſoever He ſhould lead 
it- And if God had not reſtored His 
Majeſty to that rare felicity, as to be 
without apprehenſion of danger at home 
or from abroad, and without any Am-- 
bition of taking from His Neighbours 
what they are pofleſſed of , Himſelf 
would never Disband this Army; an 
Army, whoſe Order and Diſcipline, 
wboſ. Sobriety and Manners, whoſe 
Courage and Succeſs hath made. it fa- 
mous and terrible over the world ; An 
Army of which the King and his two. 
Royal Brothers may ſay, as. the noble 
Grecianſaid of AEneas,

They have all three in ſeveral Coun- 
tries found themſelves engaged in the 
midſt of theſe Troops, in the heat and 
rage of Battle; and it any common Soul- 
dier (as no doubt many may) will de- 
mand the old Romans privikedge tor ha- 
ving encountred Princes ſingle,upon my 
Conſcience, he will find both Favour 
and Preferment: They have all three 
obſerved the Diſcipline, and felt, and 
admired, and loved the Courage of this 
Army, when they were the worle for it ; 
and | have ſeen them in a ſeaſon when 
there was little elſe of comfort in their 
view, refreſh themſelves with joy, that

leave to tell you, T hat as any name or 
names, or other words of reproach, are 
expreſly againſt the letter, and puniſh- 
able accordingly - fo evil and envious 
looks, murmuring and diſcontented 
hearts,areas directly againſtthe equity of 
this Statute, a direct breach of che Act of 
Indempnuty, and ought to be pumſhed 
too ; and | believe they may be ſo.

and himſalf in theirs; and ſhall we 
fold our Arms towards one another;

Malice to each other, by any harp 
memory of what hath been unneighbor- 
ty or unkindly done heretofore * What 
1s this but to rebel againſt the Perſon 
of the King, againſt the excellent Ex- 


ample 
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ample and Vertue of the King, againſt 
the known Law of the Land, this 
bleſſed Act of Oblivion © 
My Lords and Gentlemen , The 
King 1s a Suttgr to you , makes it His 
ſuit very heartily , That you will joyn 
with Fm 1n reftoring the whole Nation 
to its Primitive Temper and Integrity, 
to its old good manners, itsold good 
humor, and its old good nature ; Good 
nature, a vertue fo peculiar to you, fo 
appropriated by God Almighty to this 
Nation, thar it can be tranſlated mto 
no other Language , hardly praQtifed 
by any other people ; andthat you will 
by your example, by the candor of your 
Converſation, by your Precepts , and 
by your Practiſe , and by all your In- 
tereſt, teach your Neighbors and your 
Friends, how to paya full obedtence to 
this clauſe of the Statute, how to learn 
this excellent art of Forgetfulnels, K 
ef 
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Let them remember, and let us all re. 
member, how ungracious, how indecent, 
how ugly, the inſolence, the fierceneſs, 
the brutiſhneſs of their Fnemues appear- 
ed to them; and we may piouſly and 
reaſonably believe, that Gods indigna- 
tion againſt them , for their want of 
bowels, for their not being Engliſh men, 
(for they had the hearts of Pagans and 
Infidels) ſent a Whirlwind in a moment 
to blow them out of the World, that 
is, out of a capacitytodo more miſchief 
in the World, except we practiſe their 
Vices, and dothat our ſelves which we 
pretend to deteſtthem for. 

Let us not be too much aſhamed, as 
if what hath been done amiſs, proceed- 
ed from the humor , and the temper, 
and the nature of our Nation. The 
Aſtrologers have made us a fair excuſe, 
and truly | hope a true one, all the mo- 
tions of theſe laſt Twenty years have 


been 
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been unnatural, and have proceeded 
from the evil influence of a malignant 
Star; and let us not too much deſpiſe 
the influence of the Stars : And the 
fame Aſtrologers aſſure us, that- the ma- 
ignity of that Star is expired ; - the good 
genius of this Kingdom is become Su- 
perior, and hath maſtered that malig- 
nity, and our own good old Stars go- 
vern us agatn, and theirinfluence is ſo 
ſtrong, that with our help, they will 
repair 1n- a year what hath been decay- 
ing in twenty ; and they' onely ſhall 
have no excuſe from the Star, who con- 
tinue their malignity, and own all the 
ill that 1s paſt ro be-their own, by con- 
tinuing and improving tit forthe time to 
come. 

If any body here, or any whereelle, 
be too much exalted with what he hath 
done, or what he hath ſuffered, and 
from thence thinks himſelf warranted

to reproach others,let him remember thg 
ſtory of Nicephorus ; it is an excellent 
ſtory, and very applicable to ſuch di- 
ſtempers : He was a pious and religious 
man, and for his Piety and Religion was 
condemned to the fire ; when he was 
led to execution,and when an old Friend 
who had done him injury enough, 
fell at his feet and asked his pardon; 
the poor man was ſo elated with the #1, 
umph he was going unto, with the 
glory of Martyrdom, that he: refyled 
to be reconciled unto him ; - upon which 
he was diſappointed of his end; and 
for this' uncharitableneſs, the Spirit of 
God unmediately forſook him, and: he 
apoſtatized from the Faith, 

Let all thoſe who are too proud of 
having been as they think leſs faylty 
then other men, and ſo are unwilling tg 
be reconciled to thoſe who have offend- 


ed them, take heed of the Apo 
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of Nicephoruz, and that thoſetumes of 
Envy and LUncharitableneſs, and Mur- 
muring, do not-{ofartranſportand in- 
toxicate them, that they fall into thoſe 
very Crimes, they value themſelves for 
having hitherto declined, 
But my Lords and Gentlemen, whilclt 
we conſpire together, to execute faith- 
tully this part of che Bull, to-putall old 
names and terms 'of daftinction 1ntQuty 
ter Oblivion ; let us not findenew names 
and termsto keepupthe (ame, or axyorle 
diſtinction :': 1 the old reprodehes, of 
Cavalier, and Round-Head, 'and: Ma- 
lignant, be commurted ta the Grave; lat 
us not finde more figaficangand beta 
words, tb {ignifie wore:things;; letaiat 
Piety and Godlinels grow' into-terms of 
reproach, and'diſtinguith'beewteehs.thE 
Court and the\Garty andthe Goubyt; 
and'lct nat Piety and Gadlizels beniet- 
tured hy kan 7 uw Mamers; landt- 
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fecation of Geſture , a new mode and 
tone of Speaking ; at leaſt, let not our 
Conſtitutions and Complexions make 
us be thought of a contrary Party. ; and 
becauſe we have not an affected auſterity 
in our looks, that we have not Piety1n 
our hearts. Very merry men have been 
very godly men ; and if a good Con- 
ſcience be a continual Feaſt, there is no 
reaſon but men may be very merry 
at it. 

You, Mr. Speaker, have this day 
made a Noble Preſent to the King. Do 
you think that if you and your worthy 
Companions had brought it up with 
folded Arms, down-caſt Looks, with 
Sighs and other Inſtances. of Defperats- 
on, it would not have been a very Me- 
Jancholick Preſent * Have not your 
frankand duriful Expreſsions,that chear- 
fulnefs and vivacity in your Looks, ren- 
dered it much more acceptable, mueh 
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more valuable © No Prince in Chriſten- 
dom loves a chearful giver, ſo well as 
God Almighty does; and he of all gifts, 
a cheartul heart : And therefore I pray 
let not a cloudy and diſconſolate face, 
be the onely orthe beſt ſign of Piety and 
Devotion 1a the heart. 

I muſt ask your pardon for milpla- 


cing much of this Diſcourſe, which [ 


ſhould have mentioned , when I came 
to ſpeak of the Miniſters Bill; they. I 
hope will endeavor to remove theſe new 
marks of Diſtinction and: Reproaches, 
and keep their Auditories from: being 
impoſed upon by ſuch CharaRtrs and 
Deſcriptions. The King bath paſled 
this At very willingly, - and done 
much to the end of this Act betore; 
yet hath willingly admutted you to. be 
iharers:and partners with Hun. mn che 
Obligation : -I may ay: confidently, 
His: Majeſty hath . never. denied Fs 
3.0.6 L 2 Con- 
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Confirmation to any man in poſleſsion 
who hath asked it ; and they haveall 
had the.cftect of it, except luch wha 
npon examination and enquiry ,appeared 
not worthy of it, and {uch who though 
they are :pardoned , cannot yet think 
themſelves worthy to be preter'd. His 
Majetty well knows , that by this Ac 
He hath gratified and obliged many 
worthy and pious men, who have con- 
tributed much to His Reftauration, and 
who ſhall always recetve freſh evidence 
of His Majeſties favor and kindneſs, but 
He is not ſure that He may not likewiſe 
have gratified ſdme who did neither con- 
tribute to His coming 1n, nor are yet 
glad that He is1n; how comes it elſe to 
paſs, that He recerves ſuch frequent In- 
formation of Seditious Sermons 1n the 
City, and in the Countrey ; in which,all 
induſtry 1s uſed to alienate the Aﬀecti- 
ons of the people,and to infuſe Jealoulies 
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into them of the King and His Govern- 
ment : They talk of introducing Popery, 
of evil Countlellors, and ſuch other old 
Calummies as are pardoned by this Act 
of Indempnuty, 

His Majeſty told you when He was 
laſt here , what rigor and ſeverity He 
will hereafter ule, how contrary ſoever 
tis to His Nature, in theſe cafes; and 
conjured you, My Lords and Gentle- 
men, to concur with Him in this juſt and 
neceflary Severity, which I am: ſure 
you will do with your utmoſt viguance, 
and that you wil believe that roo much 
il cannot betal thoſe who da the beſt 
they can to corrupt His Majeſties Na- 
ture, and to extingutſh His Mercy; 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 1told you 
] was to acquaint you with lomethungs 
His Majeſty intends to do during this 
Receſs, that you may ſee He will give 


no intermulston to His own Thoughtstor 
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the Publick good, thoughfor' a time He 
diſpences with your Aſsiſtance. 
fe doth conſider the infintte import- 
ance the Improvement of Trade muſt 
be to this Kingdom, and therefore His 
Majeſty intends forthwith to eſtabliſh 
a Council for Trade, conſiſting of ſome 
Principal Merchants of the ſeveral 
Companies; to which He will adde ſome 
Gentlemen of Quality and Experience, 
and for their greater honor and encou- 
ragement , ſome of my Lords of His 
own Privy Councll. 
Inthe next place, His Majeſty hopes 
that by a well-ſetled Peace, and Gods 
eat bleſsing upon Him and you, this ' 
Nation will in a ſhort time flouriſh to 
that degree, that the Land of Canaan 
did, when Eſau found it neceſſary to 
part - from his Brother. ——For-theit 
riches were more, than that the Twmght 
dwell together, andthe Lands where:

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in they were, could not bearthem, be- 


cauſe of their Cattle. We have been 
our ſelves very near this Pinacle of 
Happineſs, and the hope and contem- 
plation that we may be ſo again, dif- 
poles the King to be very ſolicitous 
tor the Improvement and Proſperity of 
His Plantations abroad, where there is 
ſuch large room for the Induſtry and 
Reception of ſuch who ſhall deſire to 
go thither : And therefore His Ma- 
jeſty likewife intends to ere& and e- 
ſtabliſh a Council for thoſe Planta- 
tions, in which, Perſons well quali- 
fied ſhall be wholly intent upon the 
good and advancement of thoſe Plan- 
tations. | 
There are two other Particulars, 
which I am commanded to mention, 
which were both mentioned and re- 
commended to you by His .Majeſty 
in His -Declaraton from "—_ . 
ie 
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The one, for the Confirmation of Sales, 
or other recompence for Purchaſers : 
The other , for the compoting thoſe 
Differences and Diſtempers in Religion, 
which have too much diſturbed the 
Peace of the Kingdom. Iwo very 
weighty particulars, in which His Ma- 
jelty knows you have ſpent much time, 
and concerning which, He ſhould have 
heard from you before this time, if you 
had not met with great Difficulties ia 
the Diſquiſition of either. 

For the firſt, His Majeſty hath nor 
been without much thought upon the 
Argument , and hath done muchto- 
wards the accommodation of many par 
ticular Perſons ; and you ſhall not be at 
your journeys end, before His Majeſty 
will put that buſineſs concerning Sal 
into ſuch a way of Diſpatch, ' that He 
doubts not you will finde a good 'pro2 
grels madein it before your coming tos 

gether 
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gether again, and I believe the Perſons 
concerned, will be very much too blame, 
it they recetve not good ſatisfaction ; 
And ſome of you who ſtay in Town, 
ſhall be adviſed and conſulted with in 
that ſettlement. 

The other, of Religion, is a ſad Ar- 
gument indeed ; It is a Conſideration 
that muſt make every Religious Heart 
to bleed, to ſee Religion which ſhould 
be the ſtrongeſt Obligation and Ciment 
of Aﬀection, and Brotherly Kindneſs 
and Compaſsion,* made now by the 
perverſe Wranglings of palsionate and 
froward Men, the ground of all Ani- 
moſity, Hatred, Malice and Revenge, 
And this unruly and unmanly Paſszon 
(which no queſtion the Divine Nature 
exceedingly abhors,) ſometimes, and [ 
fear too frequently tranſports thoſe who 
are in the right, as well as thole who are 
in the wrong, and leaves the latter more 
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excuſable then the former, when men 
who finde their Manners and Diſpoſiti- 
ons very conformable in all the neceſſary 
Obligations of Humane Nature, avoid 
one anothers Converſation, and grow 
firſt unſociable , and then uncharitabk 
to each other, becauſe one cannot think 
as the other doth. And fromthis lepa- 
ration we intitle God to the Patronage 
of, and Concernment in our Fanaes 
and Diſtintion, and purely for hs ſake 
hate one another heartily. It wasnotlo 
of old, when one of the moſt ancient 
Fathers of the Church tells us, That 
Love and Charity was ſo ſignal and 
eminent inthe Primitive Chriſtians, that 
t evendrew Admiration and Envy from 
their Adverſaries. Vide (inquiunt) ut in- 
vicem ſe diligunt ! Their Adverſaries in 
that in whit they moſt agreed, in their 
very proſecution of them, had their 
Paſsions and Animoſities amonglt thenn- 
ſelves ; 
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ſelves ; they were onely Chriſtians, that 
loved, and cheriſhed, and comforted, 
and were ready todie for one another ; 
Quid nunc ill; dicerent Chriſtiani, fi noſtra 
viderent tempora f. Says the .incompara- 
ble Grotius : How would they look up- 
on our {harp and virulent Contentions 
inthedebates of Chriſtian Religion, and 
the Bloody Wars that have proceeded 
from thoſe Contentions, whileſt every 
one pretended to all the Marks which 
areto attend upon the true Church, ex- 
cept onely that which1s inſeparaþle from 
it, Charity to one another. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, This Dil- 
quiſition hath coſt the King many aligh, 
many a ſad hour , when he hath con- 
ſidered the almoſt irreparable Teproach 
the Proteſtant Religion hath undergone, 
from 'the [Diviſions and . Pyltractions 
which have, been ſo. notorious, wibwn 
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What pains he hath takento compoſe 
them , after ſeveral Diſcourſes with 
Learned and Pious Men of Differem 
Perſwaſions, you will ſhortly ſee by a 
Peclaration He will publiſh upon that 
occaſion ; by which you will ſee His 


, 


oreat indulgence to thole who can have 


any Protection from Conſcience, to differ 
with their Brethren. And I hope God 
will ſo bleſs the Candor of His Majeſty 
in the Condeſcentions He makes, T hat 
the Church as well as the State, will re- 
eurnto that Unity and Ulnaninury,whuch 
will make both King and People -as 
happy as they can hope to be in this 


World. 

' My Lords and Gentlemen, IT ſhall 
conclude with the Kings hearty Thanks 
to you , not onely for what you have 
done towards Him , which hath been 
very Signal, but for what you haye done 


towards each other ; for the excellent

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Correſpondence you have maintained . 
for the very Seafonable Deference and 
Condeſcention you have had for each 
other , which will reſtore Parlaments 
to the Veneratton they ought to have. 
And ſince His Majeſty knows, that you 
all deſire to pleaſe Him, you have given 
Him ample evidence, that you'do fo ;

Ow much the Peace of the State is 
concerned in the Peace of the 
Church, and how difficult a thiog it is 
to preſerve Order and Government in 
Civil, whileſt there is no Order or 
emcee 5 inEccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, 1s 
evident to the World : and this little 
part of the World, Our own Domini- 
ons hath had ſo late experience of it, 
that

that We may very well acquielce in the 
Concluſion, without enlarging Our 
Self in diſcourſe upon it , 1t being a 
ſubject We have had frequent occaſion 
to contemplate upon, _ to lament, a- 
broad as well as at home. 

In Our Letter to the Speaker of the 
Houle of Commons from Breda, We 
declared how much We deſired the 
Advancement and Propagation of the 
Proteſtant Religion : That neither the 
unkindneſs of thoſe of the ſame Faith 
towards Us, northe Civilities and Ob- 
ligations from thoſe of a contrary Pro - 
feston ( of both which We have had 
abundant evidence) could im the kaſt 
degree ſtartle Us, or makes ſwerve 
from it , and that nothing can be pro- 
poſed to manifeſt Our Zeal and Aﬀecti- 
on for it, to which We will not readily 


conſent: And We ſaid then, That We 


did hope in due time, QurSelt to pro- 
pole 
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poſe ſomewhat for the Hs ye of 
it, that will ſatisfie the World, that We 
have always made it both Our Care and 
Our Study, and have enough obſerved 
what 1s molt like to bring diladvantage 
to it. And the truth 1s, We do think 
Our Selt the more competent to propole, 
and with Gods aſsiſtance to determine 
many things now in difference, from the 
time We have ſpent , and the experi- 
ence We have had in moſt of the Re- 
formed Churches abroad, in France, in 
theLow-Countries,and in Germany,where 
We have had frequent Conferences , 
with the moſt Learned men, who have 
unanimouſly lamented the great Re- 
proach the Proteſtant Religion under- 
goes from the Diſtempers and too No- 
torious Schiſms in Matters of Religion 
in England: Andasthe moſt Learned 
amongit them have always with great

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ldged and magnified the eſtabliſhed 
Government of the Church of  Eng- 
land, and the great countenance - and 
ſhelter the Proteſtant Religien received 
from 1t, before theſe unhappy rimes 
So many of them have with great In- 
genuity and: Sorrow confeſſed, that 
they were too eaſily miſled by mi{-in- 
formation and prejudice into ſome diſ- 
eſteem of 1t, as1f it had too much com- 
plied with the Church of Rome;

of the Revenue of the Church ; And if 
upon theſeexcellent Foundations, in fub- 
miſston to which there is ſuch a harmony 
of Aﬀections,any Superſtructures ſhould 
be raiſed, tothe ſhaking thoſe Foundati- 
ons, and to the contracting and leflening 
the bleſled gift of Charity, which is a v1- 
tal part of Chriſtian Religion, We ſhall 
think Our Self very am and 
everPſuſpect that We are. defective in 
that adminiſtration of Government with 
which God hathentruſted Us. 

We need not profeſs the high Aﬀecti- 
on and eſteem We have for the Church 
of England as it is eſtabliſhed by Law ; 
the Reverence to which hath ſupported 
us, with Gods blefsing, againft many 
temptations ; nor do W. think that Re- 
verence in the leaſt degree diminiſh- 
ed by Our Condeſcentions, not - 
remptorily to- inſiſt on ſome particulars 
of Ceremony, which, however intro- 


O duced 
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duced by the Piety and Devotion, and 
Order of former times, may not be fo a- 
greeable to the preſent, but may evenlel- 
ſen that Piety and Devotion, for the 1m- 
provement whercot they might happily 
be firſt introduced,and conſequently may 
well be diſpenſed with; and We hope 
this charitable compliance of Ours will 
diſpoſe the minds of all men to a cheerful 
ſubmiſson to that Authority, the Melſer- 
vation whereof is ſo neceſlary for the 
Unity and Peaceof the Church; and that 
they will acknowledge the ſupport of the 
Epilcopal Authority, to be the belt ſup.

Piety and Devotion mn the People, 

though the neceſſary practice thereof 
cannot be deduced from Scripture ; And

different, ceaſes to be indifferent, after 
15 once eſtablithed by Law : And there- 
fore Our preſent Conſideration and 
Work 1s, to gratifie the private Con- 
ſciences of thoſe who are grieved with 
the ule of ſome Ceremonies, by indulg- 
ing to, and diſpencing with their omitting 
thoſe Ceremonies : not utterly to aboliſh 


any which are Eſtabliſhed by Law, (if 


any are practiſed contrary to Law, 
the ſame ſhallceaſe) which would be un- 
juſt, and of ill example ; and to impoſe 
upon the Conſcience of ſome, for the ſa- 
tsfaction of the Conſcience of others, 
which is otherwiſe provided for. As1t 
could not be reaſonable that men ſhould 
expect that We ſhould Qur Self decline, 
orenjoyn others to do ſo, to receive the 
Bleſſed Sacrament upon Our Knees, 
which in Our Conſcience 1s the moſt 
humble, moſt devout, and moſt agree- 
able poſture for that holy Duty, becauſe 
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ſome other men, upon reaſons beſt, if not 
only known to themſelves, chooſe rather 
to do 1titting or ſtanding : We ſhall 
leave all deciſions and determinations of 
that kinde, if they ſhall be thought ne- 
ceſlary for a perfect and entire Unity 
and Uniformuty throughout the Nation, 
tothe advice of a National Synod, which 
ſhall be duly called, after a little time, and 
amutual Converſation between perlons 
of different perſwaſions, hath mollified 
thoſe diſtempers, abated thoſe ſharpneſ- 
ſes, and extinguiſhed thoſe jealouſies 
which make men unfit fer thole Conſul- 
| tattons; And upon ſuch Advice, We 
* ſhall uſe OQurbeſt endeavour that ſuch 
Laws may be eſtabliſhed, as may beſt

| State. Provided that none ſhall be 
” denied the Sacrament of the Lord's

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Inthe mean time, out of Compalsion

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Forthe uſe of the Surplice, We aft 


contented that all men be left to their li- 


berry to do as they ſhall chink 
| fit, without ſuffering tn the leaſt de- 


gree for wearing ornot wearmeg tt; Pro- 
vided, that this liberty do not exrtendto 
Our own Chappelt, Cathedral, or Col- 
legiate Churches, or to any Colledge in 
either of Our Univerſities ; but chaethe 
ſeveral Statutes and Cuftoms for the uſe 


: thereof in theſaid places, bethere obſer- 
 vedas formerly. 


And becauſe ſome men, otherwiſe 
pious and learned, fay they cannot con- 
formunto the Subſcription required by 
the Canon, nor take the Oath of Canog- 
nical Obedience ; We are content, and 
it is Our Will and Pleaſure, (ſo they 
tike the Oaths of Allegiance and Supre- 
macy) that they ſhall receive Ordinati- 
on, Inſtitution, andInduction, and ſhall 


be permitted to- exerciſe their Funaton, 
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and to enjoy the Profits af their Living, 
without the ſaid Subſcription or Oath of 
Canonical Obedience : And marecover, 
That no perſons in the Univerſites ſhall 
tor the want of ſuch Sabſcription , be 
hindred inthe taking of their Degrees..

Toconclude, and in this place to ex- 
plain what We mentioned before, and: 
{aid in Qur Letter to the Houſe of Com- 
mons ftom Breda, That We hoped in.

tor the Propagation of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, that will ſatisfie the World, that 
We have always made it both Our Care 
and Our Study, and have enough ob- 
ſerved what is moſt like to bring dilad- 
vantage toit : We do conjure. all Our. 
Loving Subjects to acquieſce in, and 
ſubmitto this Qur Declaration concern-. 
ing thoſe differences which have {o much 
dilquieted the Nation at home,and given

from the enemies thereot ; as if upon.ob- 
ſcurenotions of Faith and Fancy, it did 
admit the practice of Chriſtian Duties 
and Obedience to be diſcountenanced 
and ſuſpended, and introduce a Licence 
in Opinions and Manners, to the preju- 
dice of the Chriſtian Faith. And let Us 
all eadeavour, and emulate each other 
inthoſe endeavours, to countenance and 
advance the Proteſtant Religion abroad, 
which will be beſt done by ſupporting the 
Dignty and Reverence due to the beſt 
Reformed Proteſtant Church at home; 
and whuch being once freed from the Ca- 
Jumnies and! Reproaches it hath under- 
gone from thele late ill times, will be the 
beſt ſhelter for thoſe abroad, which will, 
by that Countenance, both: be the bet- 
ter protected againſt their enemies, and 
be the more eaſily induced to- compoſe 
the . differences amongſt -themlſelves,

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which give their enemies more advantage 
againſt them : And We hope and ex- 
pet, that all men will henceforward for- 
bear to vent any ſuch Dogtrine in the 
Pulpit, or to endeavour to. work in ſuch 
manner upon the Aﬀections of the Peo- 
ple, as may diſpoſe them to an ill opinion 
of Us and the Government, and to di- 
ſturbthe Peace of the Kingdom. Which 
if all men will in their ſeveral Vocati- 
ons endeayour to preferve with the ſame 
Aﬀection and Zeal We Qur Self will do; 
all Our good Subjects will, by Gods bleſ- 
ſing upon Us, enjoy as great a meaſure 
of Felicity, asthis Nation hath ever done, 
and which We ſhall conſtantly labour to. 
procure for them, as the greateſt bleſsing.
